bthw -with new duties in the West In- 
Mie0» and new duties beyond the Pa- 
cific. 
We cannot escape the pertorm- 


tence of these duties. 
All xve can de- 


ieide for ourselves is whether we shall 
do them well or ill. 
Moreover the du- 


ties affect us each and all. Our in- 
terest, whether in the gulf of Mexico, 
!ln Central America, or in the Philip- 
pines, whether as regards the nations 
ef Europe or the ancient people) o£ Asia, 
tare to be looked at always from the 
standpoint of our peopl^as a, whole. 


"It is of course impossible that we 


should undertake 
these new duties 


across the seas without being brought 
into closer and more frequent contact 
with foreign nations than has been the 
case in the past; and indeed our own 
growth in wealth and population would 
alone ensnre such growing frequency 
of fontat't. 
This should 
necessarily 


mean an increase In sobriety and in 
loug-headed self-restraining when we 
<ioal with these foreign powers. 
To 


bluster, and above all to bluster and 
then back down, is a very bad trait in 
an individual, aud if possible it is an 
even worse trait in a nation. We ear- 
nestly hope and believe that in the fu- 
lure the chance of any military compli- 
cation will be small indeed: but in our 
commercial relations with foreign pow- 
er? difficult questions are almost cer- 
tain to be more frequent hereafte' ^mn 
they have been bitherto. 
In all such 


question.* we must of course first con- 
sider our own interests; but we must 
Also realize that in the long run we can 
best get Justice by doing Justice. 


"Since the close of the war with Spain 


«ur chief problems as regards the out- 
Bide world have been those in Cuba, the 
iPhllippines and China. 
We have a 


fright to feel proud of the way in which 
jfn our action as regards all three we 
ifaave been able to combine a proper dis- 
interestedness with a just regard for 
our own national Interests. 
We have 


neither failed in our duty to ourselves. 
uor in our duty to others. 
We could 


not afford to take upon ourselves wtfrld 
burdens without paying heed to what 
]>. due to ourselves. Still less could we 
afford to take them up unless willing to 
perform them in accordance with the 
dictates of the higher law, and -with a 
.view to the ultimate, benefit off mankind 
•t large. 


"We must perform our future duties 


us during the last three years we have 
performed oar duties to Porto Rico and 
Hawaii. In Hawaii the difficulty was 
Iwt slight. 
Nothing but benefit has 


come to us from having this great out- 
post in tb'- Pacific, 
And an even great- 


er benefit has corne to the people of the 
islands, themselves. 


"In the case of Porto Rico, the prob- 


lem was more difficult. 
We took the 


island of a ir. ill ion inhabitants who bad 
iever knon-u what freedom was. We 
have established representative govern- 
ment and we have sent to lx> the flipt 
governor your own fpllow citizen. Gov- 
ernor Allen. 
How well he has done 


let the bald recital of the facts show. 
The civil government of Porto Jtir-o bin* 
Bet cost the people of the United States, 
one dollar. 
It h:is been self-supporting 


from the beginning. 


"As regards Chinn, I need say but 


little, for it is hardly worth while wast- 
ing breath on the very few who crltiri/c 
our Chinese policy. ' We have simplr 
performed our part In a bit of interna- 
tional police duty ; we, at ftny rat P. Imvr 
sever sought aggrandizement as a re- 
sult of our action: and whoever feelh 
•we were not justified in what we did 
ought logically to object to all exercise 
of police power at home. There was no 
more 'militarism' in what wan done b\ 
US In China than there is 'militarism' 
•wh'en a policeman arrests a highway 
robber or murderer. 


"Proud indeed should we be as Araer!- 


cans that the Stare and Stripes fluttered 
among the flags whose approach meant 
•tfety from torture and murder, and 
worse than torture and murder to the 
bunted women 
and 
children and 


despairing men who stood at bay be- 
hind their crumbling legation walls. 
Wo rtould be proud of the signal gal- 
lantry of our general, and his troops; 
and we should be even prouder be- 
cause tbat gallantry was unstained by 
•order and cruelty. 
Under the jrreat- 


AM provocation our government refused 


SPArFR 


to yield td the clamor for mere revenge 
and refused to ta*e part in, or connive 
at, any effort to partition China; while 
our soldiers have so borne themselves 
that their camps have been crowded by 
Chinese refugees of all sexes and ages, 
who £eo to them because they have 
learned that though our people are ter- 
rible in battle, they are gentle in vic- 
tory, and thgt the helpless are sure of 
protection under the American flag. 


"In Cuba we have had to face a hard- 


er because a lass simple task. We were 
pledged to bring peace and freedom to 
the island, and we have bqcn resolutely 
bent upon keeping thaf pledge, not 
merely in the letter, but in the spirit. 
We would commit a grave wrong to our 
own people if we permitted the great 
island which is our neighbor once more 
to become a plague spot of civilization; 
a still graver wrong if we permitted tin- 
possibility of its ever being used against 
us by some sirong aiita power.

business WHS to help iu the development 
of those qualities in the Cubans which

"Finally we come to, the Philipp'nes, 


where the difficulties were greatest of 
all. 
Perhaps few better testa or" our 


worth as a nation have ever been offered 
than this Philippine problem. 
We 


could not give the islands back to Spain; 
we could not see them taken by some 
other European power; and least of all 
could we turn them over to be scram- 
bled for by insurgent leaders, most of 
whom were but little above the level of 
banditti. 
The first thing to be douo 


•was to estore order by putting a stop 
to the insurrection. 
This lifts at la&t 


been practically accomplished in a suc- 
cession of campaigns 
which have 


brought out into bold relief the daring, 
the skill and the indomitable resolution 
of our officers and men. The campaigns 
have been wearing and difficult beyond 
description, both because of the nature 
of the country and of the character of 
our opponents. 


"The record of the struggle in the 


Philippines is one which should make 
all Americans proud because of the 
firmness aud the mercy, the justice and 
the fearlessness with which their rep- 
resentatives in the islands have acted 
under as trying conditions as have ever 
been faced in a similar case. 
From 


Lawton to Funston many a name has 
been added to the honor roll of the re- 
public. 


"No greater stride towards securing 


prosperity for the island folk can be 
taken than-to make the conditions such 
as to invite business enterprise. BPC ?i< 
our own interest aud for the sake of our 
own honor we must steadily insist upon 
one point. Our public men must under- 
stand that their relationb towards the 
islanders are those of trustees and that 
no trustee is allowed to make any gaiu 
because of his relations with his ward. 


"As*for the offenses that are at times 


bound to occur in connection with the 
public service in the islands, we should 
on the cue hand see to it that the most 
prompt and severe puuVshuient is visited 
upon the offenders, 
and in the next 


place we should remember that it is 
simply silly to treat such an offense as 
in any way a condemnation of our 
policj'. 
In every man who serves our 


government, in military, or in civil life, 
In thpse distant islands, we have a right 
to demand the highest standards, tho 
most unblemished record of public cou- 
duct, ami woe to us if we lower xhis 
standard, if we relax our just and jeal- 
ous severity." 


"Now, in conclusion, let me ask you 


to judge the future by the past. 
Look 


back over the last three years and wee 
what we have done. 
Think how in- 


finitely better off Cuba and the Philip- 
pines are, because of the policy upou 
which this republic has acted. Man- 
kind is our debtor for what we have 
done, and the doing of it has raised cur 
national character to a higher standard 
than ever before. We have made mis- 
takes, of course; let us profit by theic 
and avoid them hereafter; but at home 
and abroad let us continue on the 
course we have marked out. 
We talk 


much, and on the whole wo talk truly, 
of the future greatness of our people. 
Let us see to it that our deeds make good 
our words, that we take advantage of 
our manifold opportunities, and da with- 
out flinching our manifold duties. We 
are not to be excused If we fail to do all 
that is required of a great nation, stand- 
ing as one of the great powers of the 
earth; and least of all are we to be ex- 
cused if we faij to keep in mind the 
principles that underlie all real great- 
ness—the principle of justice and of 
mercy-of courage and of honesty, ihat 
go to make up a national record of clean 
living and true manliness."

showing tbat Eastman bad threatened 
to sb'oot Grogau, was somewhat coun- 
teracted by the evidence of anUner wit- 
ness, who said that he and Eastman 
proposed Groan's name as a member 
of one of'the leading scientific societies 
within 10 days of the time of the trag- 
edy. 


Tn asking for the admission of the evi- 


dence of a threat, the government said 
that it would try to show that ill-feeling 
between the two men continued from 
that time, which was in November, 
1899, up to the time of the shooting. A 
number of witnesses, nearly all of 
Grogan's family, testified that nt times 
they had noticed ttiat the two men did 
not speak, and (hat in April Eastman 
said that he did uot want to ask Grogan 
for his horse, because he was not ou 
good teruis with him. 


The expert testimony on the bullet 


was the most interest lap of the day, and 
one of (he prominent Harvard medical 
chemists told of a careful examination 
which he had made of both rim tire and 
center fire bullets. The rim fire was 
composed of pure lead, while the center 
fire contained 2i& percent of tin. 
He 


stated that in the fragment of the bul- 
let which it is claimed was taken from 
Grogon'a body he found traces of tin. 
His evidence was not concluded when 
the court adjourned for the day.

LIONS BRED IN CAPTIVITY. 


(They Develop Ferocity and Are « 


Healthy ax WU4 Cues. 


There Is a current tradition that veil, 


•ttinials born iu captivity do uot attaii 
the siivageness of those bred ia their UK 
five jungle itnd that the teeth of sucl 
guimala do not develop as they do in Hit 
wild stale. 
The superintendent of .the 


»oo, whose experittiiee with wild animals 
has been almost lifelong, says that he 
has nut found these asfcertions to be true. 


However innocent ami apparently tawy 


the cuhs may appear, he says, there is 
a time when they attain savageries;; op- 
jiarently from itibtiuct and show all the 
ehuructedstics o£ the animals whose 
home has always been the forest or the 
plain. As for the development of teeth 
the superintendent points for illustration 
to i'nll grown lions which wen; born find 
bi'eci in captivity and may be peon any 
day cracking bones of moat with which 
th-.-y are fed with evidence of possessing 
the most sound teeth possible. 


Tbe only way iu which vriid animals 


In «aptivity usually Buffer 
with their 


teeth is that when they are fed they may 
grab at the meat which is pushed through 
the bars with'ii big iron fork and break 
a tooth or the fork, or they may ia jump- 
ing against the bars injure a tooth and 
Buffer afterward from its loss. 


Tho little lions wbea baby cubs are sny 


at first, then become us playful as kit- 
tens. 
For the first year of their life 


usually they may be treated as domestic 
animals. At the age of about 12 weeks 
the cubs are taken from their mother, 
but in the meantime she has taught them 
to eat meat. 
At first the cubs suck a 


bone or a scrap of raw meat, which the 
mother tears'off for them. Often they 
may be seen gnawing upon a bone which 
the mother iion, holds in her javfs aad 
paws. 


When first taken from their mother, 


tne cubs are given finely chopped meat, 
the pieces being gradually made larger 
until they are given bones, upon which 
they sharpen and develop their teeth. In 
time the lions can crush the bones with 
ease. From 12 to 14 months of age the 
young lions are, it is said, so cross as to 
be almost unmanageable. 
At the age 


of 18 months or 2 years the cubs are 
taken in hand by the trainer, and then, 
having reached their growth, they are 
ready to be perfected in their tricks and 
to be exhibited. 


It is snic! by those familiar with lion 


taming aad training that lions which 
have been brought up as psts are the 
hardest to train, for performances. 
They 


do not seem to take the training seriously 
and are not so easily mastered as those 
which have grown to maturity without 
pettiiig.—Baltimore Sun.

been buying a certain, stock and agree 
to keep on selling it until yon haven't 
a cent "left In the world. When you are 
one of the blind pool, however, it is then 
a solid array of the ablest financiers in 
the country.

PUBLIC WORK HOURS AND WAGES 


Bill to Regulate Them on Public Con- 


tracts Unconstitutional 


An important decision of much local 


interest was given by Attorney Gen- 
eral Knowlton in a message to the 
legislature 
yesterday. 
The 
decision 


states that u bill relative to the wages 
and hours of labor of persons employ- 
ed by contractors on public work is, 
so far as it relates to towns and cities, 
unconstitutional. The bill providos in 
substantee that whenever the common- 
wealth or any county, city or town en- 
ters into a contract with any portion, 
firm or corporation for the doing of 
public work of any nkture. It shall be 
piovided in said contract that such 
person, firm or corporation shall pay 
his or their employes no lower rate of 
wages per day" than is paid by the 
commonwealth for similar work, in 
case said contract is made by a county 
city or town). Section 2 fixes certain 
limitations as to the hours of labor to 
be required by contractors under the 
same circumstanced 
Section 6 pro- 


vides that the act shall not take effect 
as to contracts made by the common- 
wealth 
until its Acceptance by the voters 


°f 'he state; and as to contracts made 
by any city or to.vn, it shall not lake 
effect unless accepted by a majority 
of the voters. 


The attorney-general sees no reason 


to doubt that, so far as the act applies . 
to contracts made under the authority j 
of the commonwealth, it is constitu- 
tional. 


Burt, the attorney-gener&l says, a 


far different question arises as to so 
much of the bill as relates to cities 
and town's He assumes that the ar- 
bitrary price fixed to be paid for labor 
by contractors for city or town woi!< 
may be in excess of the market price 
of such labor and that the hours of 
labor 
established may be less than 


those usually fixed by private con- 
tracts, otherwise there would seem to 
be no occasion for the passage of the 
bili. TIie~Ptore if the bil Ibeeomes a 
law it will prohibit municipalities from 
exercising that freedom of contract en 
joyed by other corporations and indi- 
viduals, -and operate to increase the 
taxes of citizens by requiring a larger 
expenditure 
for wages than would 


otherwise be necessary; anQ will tend 
to the benefit and profit of certain la- 
borers to an extent not enjoyed by la- 
borers! generally. 
He thinks it will 


be scarcely disputed that a la«- coil 
taining such 
provisions would be a 


violation 
of 
the liberties and privi- 


leges of citizens under the declaration 
of rights of the state constitution arAl 
under the 14th amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution. 


This is the view which has been 


tjie basis of decisions in regard to local 
contracts as rendered by City Solicitor 
jUhr. thf oup'tion having risen in this 
city a number of times.
